N<liti<  jil  fnvor,  as  fortunately  you 
do  in*t  live  in  Newark,  and  therefore 
we  do  not  ex^iect  anything  from  you. 

As  to  the  great  question  of  capital 
and  lnlsir  it  is  fortunate  to  find  many 
men  who  have  risen  from  the  work 
tih op  to  l>e  manufacturers,  and  some 
wh*»  JAive  retired  with  a  competency 
who  vet  do  not  forget  that  they  have 
Wen  wage  workers  before  they  liecame 
musters.  There  is  no  more  important 
question  to  day  lie  fore  the  }>eople  of 
this  country  than  the  connection  be 
tween  capital  and  labor.  There  is  no 
question  that  needs  greater  judgment 
and  greater  wisdom  in  its  solution, 
than  the  relation  of  one  with  the  other. 
II  is  important,  not  only  in  social  and 
{Nilitioal,  but  in  the  material  life  of 
this 
lie 

differences  of  employer  and  employee 
may  he  adjusted  without  disturbing 
the  friendly  relationship^  of  one  to  the 
other.  ‘We  should  look  at  the  question 
of  labor  from  the  .standpoint  that  we 
find  it  in  today,  organized  lalior,  and 
then  as  it  was  a  decode  of  years  ago  in 
this  country.  We  have  been  visited 
with  panics  every  ten  years  since  the 
„  formation  of  this  government,  one  of 
the  peculiarities  was  that  from  pros¬ 
perity  we  went  to  panic,  or  what  is 
commonly  known  as  hard  times.  The 
reason  for  that  was  that  the  relation 
ship  1  >et ween  the  consumer  and  the 
capitalist  /vtas  held  in  the  baud  of  the 
capitalist  alone;  that  he  used  his 
power  for  the  reduction  of  the  wages 
of  the  wage- worker,  and  as  the  wages 
of  the  workingmen  were  shortened  so 
was  the  power  of  the  consumer  to  use 
the  products  of  the  country :  and  this 
condition  of  things  produced  panics, 
and  these  panics  have  ever  been  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  material  development  of 
the  country.  In  this  hist  decade,  siiice 
the  panic  of  1873,  labor  has  become 
organized  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  this  country;  men  gave  up 
their  personal  feelings,  their  }>ersonai 
aspirations  iu  order  to  benefit  the  coin- 
mou  cause  of  labor.  I  do  not  think 
that  in  the  history  of  the  formation  of 
society -in  the  formation  of  govern¬ 
ment  it  can  lie  shown  that  any  organ¬ 
ization  has  ever  produced  so  great  a 
jiower  as  thnt  produced  by  organized 
labor  in  the  past  ten  years.  If  you 
will  look  you  will  find  tliat  the  differ¬ 
ence  lietween  wages  paid  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  ago  and  now  makes  a 
difference  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five 
]>er  cent  in  the  different  industries.  Iu 
that  which  I  represent,  and  to  which 
I  1  a  long,  we  have  increased  the  price 
of  our  labor  in  my  time  about  thirty- 
three  and  a  third  per  cent.  There  is 
'  no  honor  due  to  us  manufacturers  for 
that  increase;  it  was  organized  labor 
which  forced  it  upon  us. 

I  want  to  speak  a  few  words  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  fight  that  we  have  just  had 
in  our  industry.  Our  manufacturers 
combine*  l  to  crush  out  the  organization 
of  labor  so  far  tvs  it  eameiu  their  in¬ 
dustry.  They  took  a  step  too  far,  be¬ 
cause  they  refused  to  give  to  the  }>eo- 
ple  who  asked  for  them  the  same 
rights  they  had  themselves.  They 
seemingly  have  won,  but  I  sav,  and  I 
say  it  without  fear,  that  the  winning 
in  that  respect  is  detrimental  to  their 
great  interests  in  the  future.  Labor 
and  capital  must  g<>  hand  in  hand  in 
this  country  for  its  advancement; 
labor  must  go  hand  in  hand  as  law- 
ami  justice  go  hand  in  hand,  as  man 
and  wife  go  lian<\  in' Land.  The  trouble 
with  organized  labor  to  my  own  min’d 
is  this:  that  the  gigantic  organization 
has  allowed  hot  heads  to  get  into  it, 
and  disturb  their  legitimate  and  peace¬ 
able  affairs  for  the  control  of  which  it 
started  out,  namely,  for  the  elevation 
of  the  crafts,  for  the  giving  of  good 
wages  and.  bv  securing  fair  wages  and 
the  consequent  advanced  education 
ami  home  comforts  which  it  permits. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  l>est  remedy 
for  the  unfortunate  condition  of  the 
present,  is  settlement  by  arbitration 
of  all  questions  of  difference  between 
the  employer  and  employee. 

Now  to  produce  such  results,  let  us 
take  for  instance  the  Stated  of  New 
Jersey,  and  its  peculiar  institutions; 
we  have  courts  of  jurisprudence, 
courts  of  equity,  here  called  the  court 
of  chancery,  the  last  named  courts 
take  cognizance  of  all  matters  beyond 
which  the  common  and  statutory  law 
teaches,  anA  they  are  the  purest,  l>est, 
ablest  conducted  courts  in  this  state. 
Would  it  not  l>e  well  to  establish  a 
tribunal  *>f  mediation  am!  arbitration 
with  projier  statistical  records  in  this 
State  before  whom  all  these  questions 
of  dispute  might  be  settled,  as  to  the 
wages  and  as  to  the  power  of  the 
manufacturers,  and  the  rights  of  labor; 
and  having  settled  it,  then  they  can  go 
on  iu  the  best  of  friendship.  It  is  no 
Ose  to  talk  about  this  great  question 
of  lalxir,  it  has  got  beyond  the  power 
of  umu  to  adjust  without  the  authority 
of  State,  ami  it  is  just  as  important 
that  the  differences  between  capital, 
and  labor  should  be  settled  by  arbitra¬ 
tion  as  that  your  estates  ami  mine 
should  he  settled  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  or  Courts  of  Probate.  It  is 
impossible  for  organized  lalior  to  act 
independently.  It  must  fall;  it  can¬ 
not  be  successful  by  independent  ac¬ 


tion  as  liotli  capital  and  lal»>r  are  im¬ 
portant  elements  l>>  the  sucstw*  <»f  the 
State.  When  organized  labor  can  se 
cure  the  establishment  of  such  a  tn 
Lunifr  freed  as  far  at*  rnav  be  politic*] 
control,  it  will  a*  1*1  not  only  to  the  true 
intent  of  its  own  being,  but  to  the 
material  prosperity,  not  only  of  the  in 
dire  Inal,  l*ut  the  State  itself 

Now,  sir,  I  merely  mention  this  at 
this  time  ><ecau£e  |  know  fr»m  your 
aeeoriatee,  and  from  your  frien«ls,  tlmt 
you  hare  e\er  been  found  on  the  side 
of  the  wage  worker.  I  hazily  know 
what  they  call  the  men  who  are  op 
posed  to  you,  foul,  I  believe.

>meo  respect  and  »revere  y* *u ;  they  *1" 
not  c*>iue  to  you  for  favors,  but  simply 
out  of  respect  and  as  Broken’  of  their 
friendship,  they  have  desired  me,  and 
I  take  great  pleasure  in  doing  it,  to 
present  you  with  this  little  token  of 
friendship,  and  I  boj»e  you  will  accept 
it.
